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SecDef Wilson Issues 
“Unification” Order 


Six billion dollars worth of military 
logistics expenditures have been brought 
under the Defense Department’s Single 
Manager Assignment System, setting a 
new pattern of unification. 

Instead of multi-Service participation 
in operation of joint activities, such as 
MATS, the procedure now will be for a 
single Service Secretary to have cogniz- 
ance over requirement, procurement and 
distribution for a specific logistics area. 

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
has made the Secretary of the Army re- 
sponsible for subsistence, clothing and 
traffic management for all the Armed 
Services. 

The Navy is in complete charge of 
POL (petroleum, oil and lubricants), the 
Military Sea Transport Service, and 
medical-dental supplies. 

The Air Force will operate the Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service and will be 
responsible for photographic supplies for 
the entire Defense Department. 

Secretary Wilson told a news confer- 
ence on 1 Feb. that there had been con- 
siderable disagreement throughout the 
Services on the proposed implementation 
of the plan. He said there was “no easy, 
simple, clean solution.” 

Assistant Defense Secretary Thomas 
P, Pike, who is in charge of Logistics and 
Supply, conceded that there had been “a 
great deal of disagreement.” 

Secretary Wilson added that announce-

Pentagon Reports Climbing Re-Up Rate;

New military career laws have stimu- 
lated reenlistments in the Armed Forces, 
and further advances are expected if 
Congress approves the Dependent Medi- 
cal Care Bill. 

Pentagon spokesmen told the Kilday 
House Armed Services Subcommittee 
that the re-up rate for both career Serv- 
icemen and for first-termers has shown 
“marked improvement” since passage of 
the Reenlistment Bonus Act in August 
1954 and the Career Incentive Act last 
year 

More than 215,000 men have been re- 
enlisted. 

Military officials said they believe the 
medical care measure will further 
strengthen the re-up program, or at least 
help to continue the present higher level.

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The Journal Sights The Week In National Defense 


MANPOWER AND MISSILES captured top attention on 
the military scene this week. Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson and his manpower lieutenant, Assistant Defense 
Secretary Carter L. Burgess (he’s a Reserve colonel) re- 
vealed that consideration is being given to a plan for pre- 
release of about 100,000 servicemen by June 1957. Mr. 
Wilson showed a determination to continue acceleration 
of the missiles program by appointment of a powerful 
Special Assistant, whose functions are described in an 
adjacent article and in excerpts from a new Pentagon 
memorandum, published on*Page 11. At the Capitol, there 
was criticism that the Defense Department was not push- 
ing the missile program hard enough. 


PRESSURE HAS BEEN APPLIED on the Pentagon dur- 
ing recent months for a decision to use long-standing 
authority to pre-release Servicemen from active duty, con- 
tingent upon their accepting an obligation for Ready Re- 
serve duties, including 48 drill periods per year and two 
weeks of summer camp. Mr. Wilson and Mr. Burgess, under 
news conference questioning, said 1 Feb. that a study is 
being made of the possibility of releasing perhaps 100,000 
men after 18 months service. They pointed out that this 
would strengthen the Reserve Forces and would be an 
effective interim measure until the six-month volunteer pro- 
gram gets rolling in high gear. Assistant Secretary Burgess 
said that the slow-starting Reserve Forces plan is begin- 
ning to move, with the Army recording more than 1,000 
enlistments last week. 


ATOMIC AGE MILITARY MANPOWER utilization was 
a core element in an address delivered on 1 Feb. by Army 
Secretary Brucker before the National Press Club in Wash- 
ington, D. C. He said that “no matter what kind of a war 
we might have to fight and no matter what might happen 
in its early phases, you can be certain that the major com- 
bat burden would fall upon our ground troops. ...In the 
last analysis, he told 300 Washington newsmen, “soldiers 
will always be the men of final decision.” 


AIR FORCE CHIEF OF STAFF Twining, emphasizing 
that the nation’s military strategy must be based on utiliz- 
ing “products of our technology so that we can be most 
effective at the least cost of men,” agreed with Army Sec- 
retary Brucker in telling an audience at The Citadel in 
Charleston, S. C., on 28 Jan. that “when the peak of the 
atomic exchange has been passed, then the ability to go 
on and show the enemy that he is defeated would depend 
on how well the foot soldiers of the U. S. and our allies 
have weathered the early days.” The Air Force Chief added 
that “while the atomic exchange is going on, the land and 
sea arms of both sides will be primarily occupied by at- 
tempts to survive.” 


THAT THE NAVY intends to play a more vigorous role 
than that of passive survival in all phases of an atomic 
war is pointed up with the House approval this week 
of a $1.4 billion shipbuilding program, highlighted by 23 
warships, as reported on the next page. One of them will 
be the Navy’s sixth Forrestal class carrier; another major 
achievement will be the world’s first guided nuclear- 
powered surface ship, a guided missile cruiser. 


THE ARMY’S INTEREST in atomic power, already 
shown in work on a power plant under auspices of the 
Corps of Engineers, branched out this week. The Pentagon 
announced award of a contract for studies on use of nuclear 
power for Transportation Corps equipment, such as rail 
locomotives and several types of vessels. 


AN AIR FORCE WEAPONS ERA has begun to fade with 
announcement that the first conversion of a B-36 unit to 
the B-52 will begin in April with the 42d Heavy Bomb 
at Loring AFB, Me. It will take several years, the Air Force 
said, to replace all 10 B-36 wings. Already in service is one 
B-52 wing, based at Castle AFB, Calif., which previously 
had been equipped with B-47’s. Speaking on 31 Jan. to the 
Board of the National Society of the D.A.R., General 
Thomas D. White, USAF Vice Chief of Staff, commented 
that “the B-36 may go down in history as an outstanding 
example of a powerful weapon that did its job without 
ever fighting. I believe that more than any other one fac- 
tor, the B-36 has kept our potential enemies from attack- 
ing us.” 


ANOTHER MILITARY MILESTONE came on 1 Feb. 
when the last of 2161 Army National Guard units, called 
to Federal service after fighting began in Korea, was re- 
turned to State control. This distinction went to the 15th 
Engineer Combat Battalion, which reverted to the Utah 
National Guard after service at Ft Leonard Wood, Mo. All 
together, some 165,197 Guardsmen were called to duty— 
119,603 in 1675 Army National Guard units, including eight 
infantry divisions, and 45,594 Air National Guardsmen in 
486 units, including 22 wings. A reverse trend was taken 
with the Pentagon announcement that beginning in Febru- 
ary, National Guard personnel volunteering for six 
months’ active duty under the Reserve Forces Act will 
serve in Federal status. Up to now, they had been under 
State control and consequently were not subject to the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice, a situation which led to 
disciplinary problems. 


ONE RESERVE FORCES PROBLEM is on the way to 
solution, with the House Armed Services Committee get- 
ting set to approve a subeommittee’s recommendation that 
the pay of six-month Reservists be raised to $78 per month 
from the present $50 to assure equity with the six-month 
National Guard trainees. The No. 1 difficulty with the 
Reserve Forces program, however, is how to obtain ade- 
quate numbers of volunteers. With continued low draft 
calls, there seems little prospect of any major spurt in 
Reserve enlistments. 


AS THE WEEK ENDED, aviation notables from the Air 
Force and industry were conferring in Washington, D. C., 
on jet age problems. The conference was sponsored by the 
Air Force Association. Details of the sessions, including 
reports on addresses made by Secretary Quarles, General 
Twining and General Partridge, C-in-C of the Continental 
Air Defense Command, will be published in next week’s 
issue of THE JOURNAL.

ment of the plan on Wednesday was “hot 
off the griddle,” since Service chiefs had 
spent a large part of the week end work- 
ing out details. 


It had been announced previously that 
the Secretary of the Army—in effect, the 
Quartermaster General—would be re- 
sponsible for all military subsistence in 
the United States. This means that the 
Army ascertains the requirement for 
food purchases from all the Services, pro- 
cures and stores the items and then is- 
sues them, as required. The Single Man- 
ager also is responsible for pertinent 
research and development. 


Secretary Wilson said the new plan 
should result in substantial economies, 
not only in manpower but in reducing 
inventories. 

Some Pentagon observers see in the 
Single Manager decision one of the most 
far-reaching unification actions since 
1947. They comment that the importance 
of the plan is reflected to a large degree 
in the strong pro and con arguments pre- 
sented to Secretary Wilson before he 
took action. 


In issuing the implementing directive, 
5160.12, Secretary Wilson said the pri- 
mary objectives of the program are: 





1. To eliminate duplication and over- 
lapping of effort between and among 
military departments. 

2. To improve the effectiveness and 
economy of supply and service operations 
throughout the Department of Defense. 

The Single Manager (the Service Sec- 
retary) will appoint an Executive Direc- 
tor to manage and operate an agency. 
Thus, the Secretary of the Air Force 
would designate the Commanding Gen- 
eral of MATS as the Executive Director 
for military air transport activities. 

The plan also provides for an Adminis- 
trative Committee, with representation 
from all the Services, to assist the 
Executive Director, but it was emphas- 
ized that “this Committee is neither a 
policy board nor an executive directo- 
rate.” 


Defense officials estimate that about 
$5 billion in inventory and operation costs 
are involved in the eight areas brought 
under the Single Manager plan. If it 
proves successful, there is reason to be- 
lieve that it will be extended to other 
areas. 

Mr. Wilson’s directive stated that the 
plan will be put into effect by specific 
directives for each commodity. He added 
that provisions of the directive are ef- 
fective “immediately.” 





Shifts To Edgewood 


Headquarters of the Army Chemical 
Corps Matériel Command will be moved 
to the Army Chemical Center at Edge- 
wood, Md., from Baltimore, Md. The 
shift is scheduled to be completed by 
1 April. 

Relocation of the Chemical Corps Ma- 
teriel Command to Edgewood was rec- 
ommended in the Miller Committee re- 
port. The committee, headed by Dr. Otto 
Miller, vice president of Standard Oil 
Company of California, recently com- 
pleted a study of all phases of Chemical 
Corps organization and operation. 

A total of 345 civilians and 98 military 
personnel are currently employed by the 
Chemical Corps Materiel Command in 
Baltimore.

Top Missile Man

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
has decided to enlist the aid of a Special 
Assistant in direction and coordination 
of the guided missile program, particu- 
larly ballistic missiles. 

He made this announcement on 1 Feb., 
even as charges were being made by 
Democrats in the Senate, led by Sen- 
ator Jackson (D-Wash) that the nation’s 
missile program was not being pushed 
hard enough. 

Significantly, Maj. Gen. John Medaris, 
USA, took over on 1 Feb. as the first head 
of the Army’s Ballistic Missile Agency at 
Redstone Arsenal, Ala., an appointment 
which reflects the increased tempo of the 
Defense Department’s guided missile ef- 
fort. Mr. Wilson was to visit Redstone on 
2 Feb. 

As THE JOURNAL went to press, the Sec- 
retary had yet to name the new Special 
Assistant—he will also be Chairman of 
the OSD Ballistic Missiles Committee— 
but an announcement was expected mo- 
mentarily. 

Mr. Wilson was asked by newsmen if 
the Special Assistant would be his “ad- 
visor”; the Secretary replied that he had 
come to the conclusion, after three years 
of Pentagon service, that what was 
needed was “more doers.” 

The Secretary, in answer to an inquiry, 
observed that the Special Assistant for 
Guided Missiles will have powers in that 
field comparable to those held by Deputy 
Secretary Reuben Robertson, jr., who has 
authority to act for Mr. Wilson in all 
Defense Department matters. 

Mr. Wilson said the Defense Depart- 
ment’s missile effort represents “a good, 
stiff program,” which “will get all the 
money it needs.” 

He recalled that at the time of his ar- 
rival at the Pentagon, Mr. T. K. Keller 
was serving in a guided missile coordinat- 
ing job. It appears likely that the new 
Special Assistant will have even broader 
authority than Mr. Keller. 

Asked if he agreed with Senator Jack- 
son that a “crash program” was needed 
in the guided missile field, Mr. Wilson 
responded by saying that he intended “to 
have a program which wouldn’t crash.” 

The Secretary noted that in recent 
months, the Army and Navy have been 
given expanded missions in guided mis- 
sile research and development, pointed 
up by the accelerated program at Red- 
stone, while the Air Force effort, as re- 
flected in the new military budget, shows 
a marked increase. 








New Great Lakes Hospital 
Costs Over $13,000,000 


Ground breaking for a new 15-story 
hospital at the Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing Center, Ill., awaits approval by Con- 
gress. 

If the appropriations come through, the 
new building, which will cost between 
$13 and $15 million, will centralize and 
modernize hospital functions at the Cen- 
ter, replacing many wartime buildings 
still in existence. 

Present planning calls for an 800-bed 
capacity, with an additional 700-bed po- 
tential through the construction of ad- 
ditional wings.

nate promotion bottlenecks in all the 
Services. A JOURNAL survey reveals that 
in some instances, nurses are five years 
or more behind other officers in eligibil- 
ity for advancement. 


Better housing for nurses and improved 
career planning also are being studied in 
the campaign to attract more nurses to 
military service. 

That the Defense Department will push 
this effort vigorously is seen certain in 
the fact that President Eisenhower has 
stated publicly that action is necessary to 
improve career incentives for Service 
nurses. His concern, expressed in the 
State of the Union Message, insures sym- 
pathetic Budget Bureau consideration. 

This will be essential, since a primary 
answer to the problem lies in the need 
to readjust the grade structure for 
nurses, thereby enhancing promotions. 


In the Army, for example, Nurse Corps 
officers currently are required to wait 
more than 10 years for temporary pro- 
motion to major, compared with about 5 
years for male line officers and WAC offi- 
cers. 

This is because of the fact that the 
grade structure provided in the Army- 
Navy Nurses Act of 1947 is so restricted 
that use of the “best qualified” method 
of selection is required for advancements 
above captain. 

The stringent limitation on advance- 
ment to the rank of major in the Army 
and Air Force Nurse Corps and to lieu- 
tenant commander in the Navy Nurse 
Corps is cited by responsible officials as 
a major cause for large numbers of resig- 
nations. 


At present, there are about 8000 military 
nurses on active duty, against a maxi- 
mum requirement of approximately 10,- 
000. 

The Army, in order to offset a critical 
shortage of Nurse Corps officers, has been 
forced to hire about 1100 civilian nurses 
in 8:00 to 4:30 type jobs. 

With a strength of more than 3600 mili- 
tary nurses, the Army is about 500 short 
of its current requirement. It expects to 
lose 500 active duty nurses by resignation, 
retirement and marriage in the next year. 

The Navy Nurse Corps is said to need 
about 650 nurses in addition to the nearly 
2100 now on active duty. 

In the Air Force, there is a reported 
requirement for about 500 nurses to 
strengthen the corps of approximately 
2275. 


Defense Department authorities who 
are working on the program to increase 
incentives for nurses point out that the 
current shortage subjects Army, Navy 
and Air Force nurses to frequent over- 
sea tours of duty. 

Reports to THE JOURNAL indicate 
strongly that the promotion situation 
presents the most serious problem, one 
that can be resolved only by legislation. 

While all officers have a statutory wait 
of 18 months for promotion from second 
lieutenant (ensign) to first lieutenant 
(lieutenant (jg)), in no case is the wait- 
ing time for promotion to higher ranks 
in the Armed Service Nurse Corps on par 
with that of Line officers, with the ex- 
ception of Navy Nurses advancing to 
lieutenant (jg). 


IN THE ARMY, for example, the last 
nurse to make major had a wait of 126 
months in the rank of captain. The last 
WAC, on the other hand, waited only 
57 months in the grade of captain before 
winning her majority. The junior male 
Line officer had a wait of 51 months. 

A WAC spends about two and one-half 
years in the rank of 1st lieutenant before 
being advanced to 1st lieutenant, while 
an Army Nurse waits between four and 
five years for that rank. WAC captains 
have a waiting period of about four and 
one-half years for their majority, with 
Army Nurses running approximately six 
years behind them. 


WHILE AN AIR FORCE Nurse spends 
from eight to 10 years in the rank of cap- 
tain before being advanced, WAF and 
Line male officers wait only 5% years for

promotion. This bottleneck creates a dis- 
parity in the waiting time from Ist lieu- 
tenant to captain. Air Force Nurses must 
wait five years for their captaincy. Line 
officers, on the other hand, have only a 
three year wait. 

In the Navy, Nurses and WAVEs are 
advanced more rapidly from lieutenant 
(jz) to full lieutenant than Line male 
officers. This is the only example of 
speedier promotions for Nurses in any 
of the Armed Forces Nurse Corps. 


A NAVY NURSE waits a year longer 
for advancement to the rank of lieuten- 
ant commander than her sister in the 
WAVES and four more years than a 
Regular Line male. The waiting time for 
Line males is four years in the rank of 
lieutenant commander, seven years for 
a WAVE, and eight years for a Nurse. 

The total strength of the Army Nurse 
Corps, headed by Col. Inez Haynes, NC, 
USA, is 3,686. In addition to the Chief 
Nurse, the Corps is made up of 53 lieu- 
tenant colonels, 525 majors, 2,113 cap- 
tains, 746 1st lieutenants, and 248 2d lieu- 
tenants. 

There are 2,275 officers in the Air Force 
Nurse Corps. The breakdown is one colo- 
nel (Verena M. Zeller, NC, USAF, Chief 
Nurse), 20 lieutenant colonels, 142 majors, 
812 captains, and 1,300 1st and 2d lieu- 
tenants. 

In the Navy Nurse Corps, led by Capt. 
| W. Leona Jackson, NC, USN, there are 
| 24 commanders, 184 lieutenant com- 
manders, 1,084 lieutenants, 555 lieuten- 
ants (jg), and 220 ensigns—a total 
strength of 2,063. 
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Military families in Europe need im- 
proved housing, increased station al- 
lowances and better travel accom- 
modations, according to Representa- 
tives James P. S. Devereux (R-Md). 

Some of the trouble areas en- 
countered by General Devereux, a 
member of the powerful House Armed 
Services Committee, are detailed in 
the following JOURNAL interview with 
General Devereux. 


Q—Congressman Devereux, in a re- 
cent report on your European inspec- 
tion trip you mentioned that housing 
for U. S. military families in most of 
France is inadequate. What steps are 
being taken to correct this problem? 

A—The Military Public Works Bill, 
now before the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, authorizes $150 million for add- 
ed housing overseas, to be obtained 
through the surplus agricultural com- 
modities program. This is in line with 
recommendations which I made in my 
report. 


Q—The Services can obtain more 
housing in France by guaranteeing 
rentals to French builders who are 
willing to construct houses for oc- 
cupancy by U. S. families. Is this pro- 
gram being handled effectively? 

A~—I believe it could be pursued 
more vigorously, although efforts are 
being made to push it forward. Some 
sources indicated that French capital 
is not available. I believe it is, and if 
it is pursued it will be forthcoming 
except in some of the more remote 
areas. Housing in remote spots will 
have to be provided under the surplus 
commodities program. 


Q—Has the picture improved any 
since your return? 

A—I am happy to report that we are 
making some progress. As of 1 Feb- 
ruary, 1,010 rental guarantee housing 
units have been constructed and are 
occupied. An additional 1,164 are in the 
process of construction and some have 
already been occupied. Still another 
2,450 units are in the initial stages of 
construction. This is a total of 4,624 
units. 

It is expected that under the surplus 
commodities authority bids will be 
opened during March for 3,064 wnits. 
If this part of the program is success- 
ful, there will remain only about 3,000 
units required by the military Services. 


Q—You also mentioned that housing 
in Germany and Spain is adequate but

rents are high in Spain and suitable 
quarters are difficult to obtain. What 
should be done to correct this? 


A—Station allowances should be in- 
creased for personnel in Spain as well 
as for families in Southern France. 
Allowances in both areas are not suffi- 
cient to meet expenses. 


Q—What effect does the lack of 
housing have on morale? 

A—Morale is greatly influenced by 
the availability of family housing. In 
Germany, where housing is adequate, 
morale is much higher, than in South- 
ern France where family housing is 
practically non-existent. 


Q—What other morale problems did 
you encounter? 

A—Two of the problems concern 
travel. I discovered that non-commis- 
sioned officers in many cases are sepa- 
rated from their dependents while 
traveling on MSTS. The men are billet- 
ed in troop class accommodations and 
their dependents in cabin class, with 
visits often limited to 15 or 20 minutes 
each day. I have recommended that 
the man and his family be assigned 
the same type of accommodations. If 
this is not possible, they at least should 
be allowed to visit for longer periods. 

I also learned that enlisted men are 
returning to ZI ports without assign- 
ments. This causes undue delays and 
hardships on personnel while waiting 
at ports for assignments. I have recom- 
mended that NCOs returning to the 
ZI from overseas stations be assigned 
in the same manner as officers. 


Q—Did you find other problem 
areas? : 

A—Yes. I found that passports is- 
sued to Servicemen in Europe are valid 
for only two years. This means that 
Servicemen must spend considerable 
time cutting through red tape to ex- 
tend their passports during their over- 
seas tour. I have urged that passports 
be made valid for the entire tour of 
duty. 

I also found that dependent schools 
now under construction in England 
are far removed from the housing 
area, and I have asked that immediate 
steps be taken to correct this situa- 
tion. 

In addition, I learned that first class 
accommodations are not always pro- 
vided for officers and their families 
during changes of station. I have 
recommended that this practice be re- 
vised. 








House OKs Navy Shipbuilding Program 
Placing New Emphasis On Missile Ships 


By a vote of 358-3, the House has ap- , 
proved a new $1.4 billion shipbuilding | 
program for the Navy. 

The measure authorizes construction 
of 23 new warships, 5,000 tons of new 
landing and service craft and the con- 
version of 23 older vessels. 

More than half of the new ships are 
guided missile vessels; one will be 
atomic-powered. 

The program, funds for which still re- 
main to be appropriated, also includes a 
sixth Forrestal-class carrier, six atomic 
submarines, two 1,400-ton escort vessels 
and an 8,000-ton ammunition ship. 


Five light cruisers and one submarine 
will be converted to guided missile use 
under the shipbuilding program. Other 
conversions include four carriers, one 
amphibious assault ship, one attack trans- 
port, one seaplane tender, six radar 
picket escort vessels and four ocean ra- 
dar station ships. 

Authority to commence design and ad- 
vance procurement for a nuclear-pow- 
ered aircraft carrier also is provided by 
the bill (HR 7993). 

The Navy has sent similar legislation 
to the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee but it has not yet been introduced.

Three Promotion List Areas Seen Likely 


For Augmentation Emphasis In New Plan 


Unofficial estimates indicated this 
week that as many as 100,000 Army 
officers, including thousands not now on 
active duty, may apply for about 7000 
Regular Army billets that would be 
filled during the next two years, pro- 
vided Congress votes legislation to ex- 
pand the Regular strength of all the 
Services. 

The measure, strongly advocated by 
President Eisenhower, would hike pres- 
ent Regular Army officer strength from 
about 25.6 per cent of total officers to 
36 per cent by fiscal 1958. 

The Defense Department, apparently 
anxious that Congress get official de- 
tails on the program first, has decided 
to withhold a comprehensive forecast 
on the specifics of the new augmenta- 
tion plan. 

There is some possibility, however, 
that Assistant Defense Secretary Car- 
ter L. Burgess may transmit proposed 
details of the program to the Armed 
Services Committees in advance of the 
opening of hearings—probably next 
month in the House Armed Services 
Committee—and that he then would 
follow this up with release of informa- 
tion on the program to the Services. 

In the interim, with official sources 
under temporary wraps, it is possible 
only to report in tentative terms how 
the Army is likely to go about the task 
of building up the Regular Officer corps. 


Balanced Structure Is Goal 


On the basis of past statements, it 
can be taken for granted that the es- 
sential objective of the forthcoming 
augmentation program will be to create 
a balanced structure, whereby both 
the needs of the Army and the career 
opportunities for the individual would 
be safeguarded. 

At the present time, analysis of the 
Official Army Register discloses, the 
Army Promotion List has a pronounced 
hump, which is a cause of concern and

which will have a pronounced effect on 
new RA appointments. The hump oc- 
curs among officers with a basic date 
of rank in 1942, most of whom are 
permanent majors. 

The hump resulted from the 1946 
augmentation program, which saw 
some 10,000 officers, from among 170,- 
000 who had expressed interest in RA 
status, given permanent status. All of 
these officers who were between 21-25 
years of age as of 7 Dec. 1941 were given 
the 1942 date of rank. 

It is obvious that the Army will not 
aggravate this hump by making addi- 
tional appointments in that area, which 
as of fiscal ’58 will be 16 years’ service. 


Appointments To 24 Years’ 
Service 

e The likelihood appears that the 
largest number of appointments would 
be from Reserve officers who now have 
9-12 years’ active Federal commissioned 
service, and who at the time of the 
appointments in 1958 would have 11-14 
years’ service. 

e In addition to this area, a balanced 
Regular officer corps seemingly would 
call for appointment of a considerable 
numher of Reserves who will have 17-24 
years’ service as of 1958, and who would 
be given permanent ranks of major and 
lieutenant colonel. It is possible also 
that some appointments will be made 
in the rank of colonel. 


e The third area where a large num- 
ber of appointments can be expected is 
among officers who will have 3-6 years’ 
service (for example the ROTC gradu- 
ate of 1955), who would receive Regu- 
lar rank of first lieutenant. 

A critical factor in making the ap- 
pointments will be the requirement that 
all officers named must be able to com- 
plete 20 years’ active Federal commis- 
sioned service (this includes any pre- 
vious duty) before reaching age 55. Ap-

pointees must have two years college 
or its equivalent. 

Appointments will be made on a care- 
fully controlled basis by age, year of 
service, branch and specialty to assure 
maximum effectiveness in the Regular 
Establishment and to protect individual 
careers. 


2200 Are In Hump Area 
The Army wants no repetition of an 
appointment pattern which has resulted 
in the present “hump,’”’ which sees 
about 2200 of a total Army Promotion 
List of 26,280 with 14 years’ service. 

Another problem that is certain to 
receive careful study in implementing 
the proposed augmentation program 
concerns possibility of readjusted dates 
of rank from approximately 2000 offi- 
cers who were integrated under provi- 
sions of the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947. 

These OPA officers could not be cred- 
ited for any service prior to 31 Dec. 1947. 
This was not the case for the 1946 
integrees. And it is anticipated that 
those to be integrated in the new pro- 
gram will receive similar service credit 
with those brought in during the im- 
mediate post WWII expansion. 

It is not likely that the new program 
will result in any officers being advanced 
in rank as a result of Regular Army 
appointment or readjustment, although 
it must be emphasized that much will 
depend on what changes, if any, Con- 
gress makes in the program as drawn 
up by Pentagon officials. 

There has been some question in the 
minds of Regular Army officers wheth- 
er that Service might not seek to ease 
the 14-year hump problem by giving 
additional credit to some officers in this 
category, thereby easing the hump. 

The feeling among Army planners 
appears to be that such a procedure 
could create serious difficulties, even- 
tually leading to possible situations in 
which a permanent lieutenant colonel 
might have to be forced off active duty 
with 28 years’ promotion list credit, but

with possibly only 26 years’ service for 
pay purposes. 

Past experiences would indicate that 
the Army will need considerably more 
than a year to issue implementing reg- 
ulations and accomplishing the volumi- 
nous processing of applications. Since it 
cannot be anticipated that the bill will 
clear Congress before this summer, the 
prospects seem that the 7000 appoint- 
ments would not be made until fiscal 
year 1958. 

They are expected to be announced 
at one time. Subsequent Regular Army 
expansion would be on an annual basis, 
up to an eventual goal of 39,600 by 
1963. These latter appointments largely 
would be in basic years of service.

It was stated that for the next several 
years, the Navy will be able to advance 
about 55 percent of the commanders and 
lieutenant commanders who come into 
promotion zones for the first time.

The Secretary also said that he plans 
to convene a special board, to be headed 
by a retired rear admiral, which will be 
charged with studying the operation of 
the Reserve Officer Personnel Act of 1954.

USMC Plans $58 Million 


Construction Program 


New construction for the Marine Corps 
during fiscal '57 totals more than $58 
million in the Military Public Works 
bill now before the Congress. 

The lion’s share ($17.3 million) goes to 
MCAAS, Beaufort, S. C. for construction 
of aircraft and station maintenance 
buildings, together with administrative 
medical, personnel, training and opera- 
tional facilities.

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Medicare Insurance Premium Too High, 
Pentagon Says; Changes Under Study 


A new version of the MediCare bill was 
being whipped into shape late this week 
by the Kilday House Armed Services 
Committee. 

The measure is expected to go to the 
full Committee within the next six to 10 
days. The revised bill could contain a 
free medical-insurance feature for Serv- 
ice families. 

As written, the bill establishes a medi- 
cal insurance plan under which individ- 
ual Servicemen would pay monthly pre- 
miums as high as $4.80 for wives and chil- 
dren alone, and higher rates for other 
dependents. 

An Army spokesman, Brig. Gen. J. B. 
Crawford, Acting Assistant Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Personnel Operations, told 
the subcommittee this amount is too 
much. 

“However good a plan may be available 
for the enlisted man to choose, he cannot 
afford anything more expensive than $2 
or $3 a month,” General Crawford said, 
“and if he has a choice, it might develop 
that he will decline to accept it and thus 
be denied the coverage which we want 
him to have.” 

Insurance witnesses have suggested to 
the subcommittee that it may be as cheap 
in the long run for the Government to 
foot the entire cost of the insurance pro- 
gram. The administrative expenses in- 
volved in collecting premiums from in- 
dividuals could eat up any saving to the 
Government, they said. 

General Crawford also asked the sub- 
committee to amend the medication pro- 
visions of the bill. He said it “should 
require the furnishing, without charge, 
of all the medication which the member’s 
dependents require.” 

At present, military families are fur- 
nished drugs and medicines on an out- 
patient basis through military medical 
facilities. The new law makes no such 
provision for Service dependents treated 
as out-patients through civilian medical 
sources.

Jet Aircraft Accident 
Rate In ATC Slashed 


The accident rate of jet aircraft of 
the Air Training Command has been cut 
in half since 1951. 

Five years ago, ATC averaged 29 ac- 
cidents for every 100,000 flying hours. 
The rate during 1955 was less than 15. 
Whereas in 1951 only 17 per cent of 
ATC’s 300-aircraft were jets, the Com- 
mand now has almost 6000 aircraft, near- 
ly half of which are jets. 

Most ATC flying is done by inexperi- 
enced pilots, but they have made a better 
safety record than the Air Force-wide 
average of 17.2. Furthermore, it was 
pointed out that most accidents occur 
during take-off and landing. Because of 
the training role of the ATC, take-offs 
and landings are much more frequent 
than in other Air Force commands, yet 
the accident rate is nevertheless lower.

Congressman Charges Returning Gls 


Are “Duped” By Auto Sales “Fraud” 


Representative Abraham J. Multer 
(D-NY) has charged that 
returning to the United States from over- 
seas duty “are being duped and mulcted 
of thousands of dollars” in connection 
with automobile purchases. 

In a letter to the Secretary of Defense, 
the New York Congressman said auto 
dealers in the States are sending repre- 
sentatives abroad “who through fraud 
and deceit induce these men who are 
about to return to the United States to 
sign contracts, and pay deposits for the 
delivery of new automobiles to them at 
the port of their arrival in this country.” 


Servicemen | 


Such Servicemen, he said, “are paying 
more for these automobiles than if they 
bought them in their home towns or, for 
that matter, if they bought them at the 
port of arrival. They are paying higher 
finance charges than they would pay if 
they took the opportunity of financing 
their automobiles in their home towns 
or in the city in which they are dis- 
charged from the service, and they are 
being deprived of the inspection and 
service that ordinarily goes with a new- | 
car purchase when made in their home | 
towns.” 

The Congressman asked Defense Sec- | 
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retary Wilson to issue a directive requir- 
ing COs overseas “to alert the men under 
their command to this situation, and to 
advise those men that it is inadvisable 
for them to make such purchases while 
abroad.” 

Assistant Secretary of Defense Carter 
L. Burgess has informed Representative 
Multer that such a directive might “af- 
fect the legitimate activities of firms and 
dealers who render real service to our 
personnel.” He added that he believes 
the use of caution and judgment by Serv- 
icemen in their purchases from unknown 
vendors can best be accomplished by a 
continuation of the present normal coun- 
seling given by commanders.

The Service Nurse's Career. President Ei- 
senhower has called Congressional attention to 
the need for action to improve career opportuni- 
ties for the more than 8,000 nurses in the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. There is reason to believe 
that the Chief Executive and Mrs, Eisenhower 
learned details of this problem during their stay 
at Fitzsimons Army Hospital, Denver. The Presi- 
dent's statement on the Nurse Corps situation in 
his State of the Union Message has prompted 
THE JOURNAL to explore the problem, as report- 
ed in the front-page article in this issue. 

We are pleased that publication of initial in- 
formation resulting from our continuing inquiry 
coincides with the celebration on 2 Feb. of the 
55th anniversary of the Army Nurse Corps, un- 
der Col. Inez Haynes, NC, USA. Each year, this 
anniversary and its counterparts for the Navy 
Nurse Corps, under Capt. W. Leona Jackson, 

C, USN, and the Air Force, under Col. Verena 
M. Zeller, USAF (NC), result in laudatory state- 
ments from military leaders hailing the magnifi- 
cent service of nurses throughout the world. 


This year, we hope that in addition to the 
praise, which they so richly deserve, the Penta- 
gon will follow up quickly on the President's 
proposal. Action is essential to amend the 
Nurses Act of 1947 to facilitate permanent ad- 
vancement to the rank of major and above. 
When that step is achieved through a revised 
grade structure, then it will be possible to take 
remedial action in temporary promotions for 
nurses. 

THE JOURNAL intends to follow this matter 
closely in the weeks ahead, calling attention to 
the effects of the shortage of nurses and point- 
ing out how retarded promotion opportunities 
are making it difficult, as the President suggests, 
to obtain and retain adequate numbers of career 
nurses. 

This is our anniversary salute, not only to the 
Army Nurse Corps, but to the devoted nurses of 
the Air Force and Navy as well. 


Housing in Europe. The determination of 
Representative James P. S. Devereux (R-Md) 
to get faster action on family housing overseas 
(see THE JOURNAL'S interview with him on page 
3 of this issue) is one of the genuinely promising 
results to come from the inspection tours abroad 
made by a number of Congressmen last Summer 
and Fail. 

Representative Devereux’s background as a re- 
tired brigadier general in the Marine Corps gave 
him the advantage of a professional viewpoint 
and understanding of conditions and what they 
can mean in terms of military effectiveness. 
Fortunately, too, his position as a member of the 
Armed Services Committee gives him the further 
advantage of being in a position where he can 
do something about it. 

In his tour of Europe, made last August and 
September, the General noted particularly that 
family housing in France is “inadequate and in 
many areas non-existent,” while in Spain the 
“rents are high and suitable quarters difficult to 
obtain.” In Spain he found that many families 
are forced to spend several months in expensive 
hotels before they can find quarters within their 
means. 

His answer—-and he has put this up to both 
the chairman of the Armed Services Committee 
and to the Department of Defense—is that our 
Guaranteed Rental Program, which has been 
lagging, be pursued more vigorously. He feels 
that there should be greater coordination of ef- 
forts to make use of funds from the Surplus 
Agricultural Products Disposal Program for 
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improved family housing. 

Furthermore, Representative Devereux has 
recommended that if action cannot be gotten 
underway through either of these programs that 
Congress appropriate funds for “badly needed 
family housing.” This is something that Congress 
has been reluctant to do in the past. But if all 
efforts to get family housing built by private 
capital or through use of Surplus Commodity 
Funds fail, Congress must accept the responsi- 





bility for its people abroad and provide the funds 
for their housing. 

Another Congressman who has shown concern 
in this problem is Representative Overton Brooks 
(D-La), also an experienced and leading member 
of the Armed Services Committee. He, too, found 
housing in France “woefully inadequate” and 
commented that NATO construction “provides 
the facilities for a man to fight, but fails to pro- 
vide facilities for a man and his family to live.’”’ 

There are other members of both the House 
and the Senate who have seen these sad sights 
abroad and who may be expected to support any 
determined move to bring about an improvement 

We hope that the Department of Defense, the 
Administration, and Congress give General 
Devereux the backing necessary to get action.

Military Colleges 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


I have read with interest over the 
past weeks, the letters written con- 
cerning Academy time being cred- 
ited for pay purposes. After reading 
this week’s letter from “Capt. C.E.” 
I should like to make a few observa- 
tions. 

First of all let me state my posi- 
tion. My father is a graduate of the 
U. S. Military Academy and still on 
active duty. I am a 1955 graduate of 
the Virginia Military Institute and a 
Regular officer. Despite apparent 
conflicting interest, in this issue I am 
neutral. 

When our Cadets enter V.M.I they 
pay about $300 for their uniforms, 
and must maintain high standards of 
uniform appearance throughout the 
four years. They pay tuition, school 
expenses; the normal college ex- 
penses paid by any college student. 
All of the above mentioned expenses 
are paid by the Cadets or their fam- 
ilies. Cadets receive the standard 
R.O.T.C. pay, which was 90 cents per 
day during my four years at V.M.I. 
To the best of my knowledge only 
Reserve Officers receive the uniform 
allowance. No 1955 graduate of 
V.M.L, who received a Regular Com- 
mission, received this uniform al- 
lowance and I presume this is true 
throughout the Army R.O.T.C. pro- 
gram, whether civilian or full mili- 
tary school. 

As a full military school V.M.I. is 
similar in system to the Military 
Academy, with the Cadets in uni- 
form, while at V.M.L, marching to all 
meals and classes, holding weekly in- 
spections in ranks, parades, and 
drills, and daily inspections of bar-

racks among other things. Graduates 
are appointed as 2d Lts. in the re- 
serves or if they desire and meet 
the requirements of the Army’s Dis- 
tinguished Military Graduate pro- 
gram, may receive Regular Commis- 
sions. 

I entered the Army knowing full 
well the shortcomings therein. I 
don’t begrudge anyone who is a 
USMA graduate this pay if the Con- 
gress so decides. I only desired to 
point out that there are other 
schools, full military, whose students 
pay for their uniforms, texts, and 
such and also receive Regular Com- 
missions in the Army; whose gradu- 
ates will not benefit from this bill. 
I grant we are not under the Uni- 
form Code of Military Justice not 
having taken the oath that the 
Plebes at the Academy do. But in 
some ways our way is a harder meth- 
od of getting Regular Commissions. 
I'm not calling for our inclusion in 
such legislation, although I could 
use the money as could any officer 
in the service. I only wish to set 
straight the picture painting West 
Point as the only strict, regimented 
institution furnishing officers to the 
Army.

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SecDef Wilson Tells Need For Assistant 


To Push Nation’s Guided Missile Program 


Here are excerpts from a new memo- 
randum issued to the Service Secre- 
taries by Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson regarding his decision to ap- 
point a Special Assistant for Guided 
Missiles. 


HE purpose of establishing a Spe- 

cial Assistant to the Secretary of 
Defense for Guided Missiles is to pro- 
vide me with an additional competent, 
experienced executive to assist me in 
the direction and coordination of ac- 
tivities connected with research, devel- 
opment, engineering and production of 
guided missiles, particularly ballistic 
missiles. 

In addition to this principal duty, he 
will act as the Chairman of the OSD 
Ballistic Missiles Committee. He will 
also act as my assistant in the neces- 
sary contacts with the Assistant Secre- 
taries of Defense for Research and De- 
velopment, Applications Engineering, 
Comptroller, Properties and Installa- 
tions, and Supply and Logistics insofar 
as any of their activities affect the 
guided missile programs. He will, there- 
fore, be in a position to utilize appro- 
priate staff activities of those offices as 
may be applicable to guided missiles 
and related programs without abroga- 
tion of responsibilities assigned to those 
offices. 

It is further anticipated that the ad- 
vice of the Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense for Guided Mis- 
siles will be required from time to time 
by the Armed Forces Policy Council, 
the Joint Secretaries, the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and other agencies of the De- 
partment of Defense. This does not 
modify the statutory responsibilities of 


any of the agencies of the Department 
of Defense. 

The Special Assistant to the Secre- 
tary of Defense for Guided Missiles, in 
addition to any special reports that 
may be necessary, will make regular 
periodic reports to the Secretary of De- 
fense. He is also charged with the 
preparation of and presentation to the 
National Security Council and the 
President of such reports as may be re- 
quired of the Department of Defense 
in regard to guided missiles.

As presented to Congress, the chart shows that members of military fami- 
lies occupied an average of 7,932 beds in military hospitals each day during 


Outpatient treatments provided for military dependents totalled more than 


More than 200,000 babies were born in military hospitals. 

More than 47,000 dependents received complete physical examinations. 

Over 75,000 received other types of examinations and tests. 

Almost three million dependents were immunized against various diseases. 

The worldwide picture, the Pentagon said, is a “vivid illustration” of the 
problem of providing medical care for military’ dependents.

IN THE ARMY, ALONE, more than 
14 per cent of the dental care re- 
ceived by dependents is now provided 
by Army dentists. A pentagon spokes- 
man said the Army is willing to give 
up this benefit (as well as care for 
nervous and mental disorders and 
treatment for tubercular patients) if 
medical care for families c1n be im- 
proved in the numerous other ways 
provided in the MediCare legislation. 


DOCTORS WHO ARE *ETERANS 
may have to be re-drafted. Russ 
Blandford, counsel for the Kilday 
Subcommittee, drew an admission 
from Pentagon health chief Dr. Frank 
B. Berry that limitations placed on 
the Services by the Health Resources 
Advisory Committee of the Office of 
Defense Mobilization (the Rusk Com- 
mittee) could have that effect. 


BY RESTRICTING THE DOCTOR 
DRAFT to certain age groups below 
that envisioned by the Congress, the 
Rusk Committee has made it neces- 
sary for the Services to rely more 
and more on young interns. Bland- 
ford says this is “contrary to what 
Congress intended,” and as a result 
the Defense Department may have to 
draft doctors with prior service. 


TO GIVE RETIRED FAMILIES the 
same medical care insurance benefits 
provided for active duty personnel un- 
der the new Dependent Medical Care 
Bill would cost an additional $32 mil- 
lion. The problem is particularly sig- 
nificant because the Bureau of the 
Budget has set a $76 million limita- 
tion on the amount which the Admin- 
istration feels the Federal Govern- 
ment ought to spend for the program. 
As presently drafted, the cost of pro- 
viding insurance coverage only for 
families of active duty members 
would absorb the entire BOB “allot- 
ment.” 


WAVE LEGISLATION now before 
the Congress authorizes the Navy to 
promote additional women officers to 


billion shipbuilding program for the 
coming fiscal year, the Committee 
said the six nuclear-powered subma- 
rines in the program, and the fact 
that the Navy asked for no conven- 
tionally propelled underseas craft, 
“attest to the success of the USS 
Nautilus.”

MILITARY MEDICAL CHIEFS, fearful that outside 
pressure might move Congress to cut down on the 
family medical care handled by the Services, are 
making strong counter-arguments. They point out 
that many physicians would leave the Service if 
restricted to the care of healthy young males 
with a consequent lack of “clinical material 
essential to the acquisition and maintenance of 
those multiple skills which a competent medical 
service must have," as put by Maj. Gen. Dan C. 
Ogle, USAF Surgeon General. ANOTHER POINT being 
made is that an all-out attack on this country 
would require immediately all the skills known 
to military, as well as civilan medicine. 
Military doctors must be prepared to treat effec- 
tively all types of patients, including women and 
children. WHAT THE SERVICES WANT is for civilian 
physicians and hospitals to "augment” and not 
“replace” military personnel and Service hospitals 
in care of families.

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“Time Has Come,” Says SecDef Wilson 
To Expand Single Manager Supply Plan 


Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
has told the Service Secretaries that 
he wants their “full cooperation” in im- 
plementing Single Manager Assign- 
ments. Here is the text of the Secre- 
tary’s memorandum: 


HAVE decided that the time has 

come when we should extend the 
Single Manager Plan to cover additional 
common use items and common service 
activities within the Department of 
Defense. This management concept has 
already been applied in part in several 
fields. The clear purpose of this exten- 
sion is to promote increased economies 
in the utilization of manpower, mate- 
riel and services. So that no misunder- 
standing on policy or intent will arise, 
T am spelling out in the attached Direc- 
tive what I expect functionally and or- 
ganizationally from this system. 

It is my intention to have a basic 
organizational pattern that can be ex- 
tended as rapidly as possible in the sup- 
ply field to petroleum, medical-dental, 
clothing-textiles, photographic equip- 
ment, and in the service field to traflic 
management. The organization for sub- 
sistence will be amended to fit the basic 


pattern described in the attached Direc- 
tive. I intend also that the organization 
for MSTS and MATS be amended to 
conform to this basic pattern as soon 
as appropriate plans can be worked out. 

each single manager assignment must 
be set up with sound financial and in- 
ventory controls. 

Responsibility for program require- 
ments will continue with the individual 
services. The Single Manager will be 
kept informed on what those require- 
ments are and the assumptions and 
computations on which they are based. 
He will be expected to comment on the 
validity of any requirements which he 
questions. 

The feasibility of further extension 
of this management technique will be 
determined later after careful study of 
possible savings and the advantages and 
disadvantages of this type of operation, 
recognizing that the primary mission is 
to effectively support the military ef- 
fort of the country. 

The successful implementation of this 
plan will require your full cooperation 
and that of the Departments under your 
control.

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Ask MediCare Insurance Coverage 
For Families Of Retired Personnel 


Two military associations have told 
Congress that families of retired military 
personnel should be given the same right 
to medical care insurance as families of 
men on active duty. 

The insurance feature of the Depend- 
ent Medical Care Act, now before the 
Congress, is intended to supplement care 
provided in military facilities, but does 


not apply to retired personnel. 
Dependents of retired members and 

military personnel who die on active 

duty would be authorized to receive 


medical care only at military facilities. 

RAdm. Harold A. Houser of the Retired 
Officers Association said “No matter 
what form the improvements in the De- 
pendents Medical Care program may 
take, we submit that they should be made 
equally applicable to the dependents of 
active duty and retired personnel.” 

He told the Kilday House Armed Serv- 


ices Subcommittee that “The adverse 
effect upon the morale of service person- 
nel, generally, which would flow from 
a deviation of this historic policy should 


be readily apparent.” 

He said “Dependents of both active 
and retired servicemen have been receiv- 
ing medical care with the implied or ex- 
pressed consent of Congress since the ear- 
liest days of our nation,” and the ROA 
is convinced “that the disparity in the 
proposed treatment between the depend- 
ents of active duty and retired person- 
nel would militate against service at- 
tractiveness and thus not be in the in- 
terest of a strong national defense.” 

The percentage of retired families who 
cannot avail themselves of medical care 
in military hospitals is higher than for 
active duty families, Admiral Houser 
said, and “It follows that the need for 
making the insurance feature of this 
bill applicable to the dependents of re- 
tired personnel is quite evident.” 

Title III Reservists, also excluded from 
the insurance feature, should be given 





equal treatment with other retired mem- 
bers, Admiral Houser said. 

Col. C. M. Boyer, spokesman for the 
Reserve Officers Association, said his 
group believes the ability to secure med- 
ical services from civilian doctors and 
hospitals should “be extended to cover 
the dependents of personnel on the re- 
tired rolls.” 

Like Admiral Houser, he also stated 
that those who are retired under Title 
III of Public Law 810 and their depend- 
ents “should be given the same type of 
medical care as is given other retired 
military personnel.” 





RETIRED TAX CUT 

A new tax cut for retired mili- 
tary personnel is in the making. 

Representative Burr P. Harrison 
(D-Va) has proposed in HR 8802 
that all amounts which are with- 
held from retired pay under the 
Uniformed Services Contingency 
Option Act of 1953 should be ex- 
cluded from the income of those on 
the retired lists. The measure is 
not retroactive. 

It applies to tax years ending 
after the date of enactment and 
could mean a savings of up to $700 
for some officers.

Public Law 398, 84th Congress, permits all retired personnel to take full 
tax credit on $1200 of their retirement pay provided they earn no more than 
$1200 added income from other sources. It also allows those 72 or older to take 
the full $1200 credit without regard to the amount they receive in outside income.

"Chute For Paramedics 


Developed by ARDC 


A new parachute with numerous im- 
provements over the E-1 type has been 
developed by the Air Research and De- 
velopment Command for use by the Air 
Rescue Service. 

The chief features are: a six and one- 
half foot slot in the canopy for better 
steerage, usable at faster speeds than its 
predecessor, slower rate of descent, neg- 
ligible opening shock, semi-self-adjust- 
able, built-in protective features, releas- 
able canopy, and can be donned like a 
vest. 

It is constructed entirely of nylon, in- 
cluding the webbing, and is impervious 
to salt water. It will make rescue jumps 
for Paramedics a less hazardous and more 
efficient undertaking. 

The slot in the canopy makes it pos- 
sible for the Paramedic to better con- 
trol his descent, and thus land nearer to 
the person or persons he is to adminis- 
ter to. Furthermore, the 'chute can be 
opened up to speeds of 175 miles an hour 
as opposed to 130 mph for the E-1. Its 
rate of descent is 16 feet per second as 
against 21 feet per second for the E-1. 

To minimize injury in landing, the 
back of the parachute, from shoulders 
to hips, is padded with one inch of sponge 





rubber encased in heavy nylon. It is op- | 


erated by a static line, and is designed 
to reduce the number of adjustment 
points, thereby simplifying the fitting 
procedure. 


Bendix Releases Study 
On Copter Navigation 


The Bendix Aviation Corp. has had 
a limited number of copies printed of 
a study of “Helicopter Navigation Re- 
quirements.”

A reduced round-trip coach excursion 
fare for members of the Armed Forces 
on furlough flying to the Mainland from 
Honolulu has been filed by United Air 
Lines with the Civil Aeronautics Board 
for an effective date of 26 Feb. 

The new low fare of $225, plus tax, 
would represent a cut of 10 per cent 
from the current $250 round-trip air 
coach ticket. Subject to CAB approval, 
it would apply on any of United’s 12 
weekly DC-6 coach flights from Hono- 
lulu to either San Francisco or Los An- 
geles and return. Excursion fares would 
be effective only for military personnel 
who complete the round-trip within 45 
days.

Navy Lets Contracts 
For 10 New Vessels 


The Navy has let four fixed-price con- 
tracts amounting to $166,438,000 for the 
construction of seven destroyers and 
three frigates. 

All the vessels are part of the Navy's 
fiscal year 1956 shipbuilding program. 

In making the announcement, Navy 
Secretary Charles S. Thomas pointed out 
that the wide geographic dispersal points 
at which the ships will be built provides 
support to the major yards upon which 
the Navy must rely for construction of 
its major combatant vessels. 

The Quincy Massachusetts Shipyard 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company will 
construct the three frigates for $52,429,- 
000. 

Three of the destroyers will be built 
by the Bath Iron Works, Bath, Me., fo: 
$48,669,000; two by the Puget Sound 
Bridge & Dredging Co., Seattle, Wash.., 
for $32,890,000; and two by the Ingalls 
Shipbuilding Corp., Pascagoula, Miss 
for $32,438,000. 





Air Force Awards Contract 
For Ground Power Unit 


A contract for the production of a num- 
ber of Jupiter gas turbine portable com- 
pressor packs for the Air Force has been 
awarded to the SoLar Aircraft Company 
of San Diego, Calif. 

The contract, whose dollar value was 
not revealed, includes a provision fo: 
self-propelled dollies for mounting the 
compressor packs, and for pre-production 
testing of the units. 

The ground power unit is small and 
light in weight, can be easily moved and 
maintenanced, is reliable even under ex- 
treme climatic conditions, and uses the 
same fuel as the engines being started. 
The power output of the Solar unit 
closely matches the starting power re- 
quired by jet planes, thus substantially 
lowering the starting temperatures of 
engines and lengthening engine life.

pridge Research Center. Located at 
Laurence G. Hanscom Field at Bedford, 
Mass., close to the heart of New Eng- 
land academic and industrial research 
effort, AFCRC is one of ten centers 
scattered throughout the United States 
which the Air Research and Develop- 
ment command operates to carry out 
its mission of attaining and maintain- 
ing qualitative superiority in equip- 
ment for the United States Air Force. 
The Field is located at the conjunction 
of the four historic towns of Bedford, 
Concord, Lexington and Lincoln. 

In the midst of a $60,000,000 expansion 
program designed to replace the worn- 
out World War II buildings and to con- 
solidate the laboratories previously scat- 
tered throughout the Boston area, 
AFCRC has a dual mission to accomplish 
in support of the overall mission of the 
Air Research and Development Com- 
mand: 


Supports Lincoln Project 


First, Cambridge accomplishes _re- 
search, development and test in the fields 
of electronics, geophysics and human fac- 
tors. Secondly, the Center provides for 
administration and support of Project 
LINCOLN, an extensive research and 
development project on the problems of 
iir defense of the continental U. S., op- 
erated under a tri-service contract by 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy through its Lincoln Laboratory. 

For the research and development ac- 
tivities so necessary within the mission 
of ARDC, the Center depends upon its 
three major components—the Electronics 
Research Directorate, the Geophysics 
Research Directorate, and the Operation- 
al Applications Laboratory. Each of 
these carries out the mission responsi- 
bility in its respective area of endeavor, 
either through work performed within 
its own laboratories, or through work 
done on contract by universities, re- 
search foundations and industry. 

The Electronics Research Directorate 
performs work ranging from basic re- 
search to development of specific equip- 
ment in the fields of antennas, electron 
tubes, solid state devices, communica- 
tion equipment, computers, radar com- 
ponents, and speech compression, to 
name a few. This Directorate also has 
the responsibility for the electronic 
ground environment for air control sys- 
tems for the Tactical Air Command and 
Air Defense Command. 

Although the fruits of the labor here 
are not usually recognized for some time, 
due to the fundamental nature of the 
work, there are immediate tangible re- 
sults. Investigation of the phenomena 
of forward scatter of electromagnetic 
field far beyond the previously assumed 
line-of-sight limits, opening up tremen- 
dous possibilities for very high fre- 
quency long distance communication and 
long range radar is one of these. Then, 
too, the application of mathematical tech- 
niques to a communication problem, 
coupled with the latest advances in solid 
State devices led to a completely tran- 
sistorized identification device for high 
performance aircraft. A good example 
of the application of some of these fun- 
damental advances in the state of the 
art is the new tactical air control system 
presently under development. 


Traffic Control 


The Volscan Air Traffic Control Sys- 
tem was also developed over a period 
of several years. This system is capable 
of automatically scheduling and direct- 
ing landings of 120 aircraft per hour com- 
pared to a manual rate of 20 to 30 per 
hour, Such a system will be a valuable 
aid to busy air bases, particularly those 
handling heavy concentrations of jet air- 
craft with their serious fuel consump- 
tion problems at low altitudes. For his 
work in developing the Volscan system, 
Mr. Ben Greene, a scientist in the Elec- 
tronics Directorate, has received two 
outstanding awards; the first of these 
was the Thurman Bane award, given in 
1953. In January of this year Mr. Greene 
was given additional recognition by the

Department of Defense, receiving an out- 


Standing civilian achievement award in 
a Pentagon ceremony. 


Geophysics Research 


The Geophysics Research Directorate 
is the largest geophysical research or- 
ganization in the free world. It per- 
forms for the Air Force research and 
development in the many fields of geo- 
physics, which can be grouped into the 
broad areas of meteorology, atmospheric 
physics and terrestrial sciences. In mete- 
orology, Geophysics is concerned pri- 
marily with the collection of novel data 
about the atmosphere and the develop- 
ment of new or improved techniques for 
forecasting weather. The Air Weather 
Service, which has the world-wide re- 
sponsibility for providing the operating 
Air Force with meteorological informa- 
tion, is thus Geophysics’ prime customer 
in this field. Researches include the de- 
velopment of objective forecasting tech- 
niques and the development of special 
techniques for so-called “silent” areas and 
regions of significant operational inter- 
est. 

Directorate studies in the lower at- 
mosphere include the processes that pro- 
duce clouds and precipitation, electrical 
currents, and conductivity, and the prob- 
lems of air-to-ground and_ air-to-air 
visibility. Significant research is carried 
on in the study of the photochemical 
processes of the upper atmosphere re- 
sulting from the passage through it of 
solar radiation. Additional activities in 
the upper atmosphere include the study 
of the physics of the ionosphere, the 
aurorae and airglow, and, at the Upper 
Air Research Observatory, Sunspot, New 
Mexico, the Directorate studies of the 
sun and its effects on the ionosphere. 

As tools for exploration of the upper 
atmosphere, the Geophysics Research 
Directorate has been active in the de- 
velopment of research rockets, such as 
the Rockaire, which is a small rocket to 
be launched from a fighter aircraft at 
maximum altitude. Development of such 
a rocket introduces the capability for 
upper atmosphere research over a wide 
geophysical region, rather than being 
limited to any one permanent ground 
site. 

This knowledge of the upper atmo- 
sphere is of vital concern to the Air 
Force for the design, development and 
operational usage of conventional and 
unconventional aircraft and missiles. 

Maximum utilization of this country’s 
atomic and thermonuclear capabilities 
in part depends on knowledge of the 
way in which the atmosphere affects 
weapon phenomena. Development of safe 
delivery techniques, for example, depends 
on the ability to predict these weapon 
effects in various meteorological situa- 
tions. 


Ice Island 


The Geophysics Research Directorate 
has maintained for several years an Arc- 
tic research program investigating pri- 
marily Ice Island T-3 and the Ellesmere 
ice shelf. Other work in the terrestrial 
sciences includes airborne geomagnetic 
surveys, the utilization of solar eclipses 
to determine great arcs on the surface 
of the earth, and research in seismic and 
acoustic detection techniques. 

In the area of meteorological equip- 
ment, Geophysics’ scientists have pio- 
neered in the development of high alti- 
tude, constant-level balloon carrier sys- 
tems for upper air research. Major Ray- 
mond E. Zelenka of the Geophysics Di- 
rectorate was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal for work in this area. Dr. 
Albin Howell, Tufts University, School of 
Engineering, received an Air Force Ex- 
ceptional civilian service award for 
similar work with AFCRC, and Tufts 
University itself was given a scroll of 
appreciation for its efforts in the same 
field. In addition, this Directorate has 
the Air Force responsibility for research, 
development and test of all Air Force 
ground meteorological equipment. 

Situated, both at Bedford and Wash- 
ington, D. C., is AFCRC’s Operational 
Applications Laboratory, whose mission 
is to improve the design, performance 
and operator-compatability of weapon 
systems and equipment components 
through the application of human engi- 
neering and supporting research results. 
Work is carried on in four main areas, 








which include Auditory presentation of 
information, information processing by 
the human operator, human engineering 
of systems under development at AFCRC, 
and field studies in communications sys- 
tems. 

To accomplish the second part of its 
mission—that of supporting LINCOLN 
Laboratories—AFCRC, through its vari- 
ous organizations, furnishes material, 
flight test and manning of an experi- 
mental air defense network. The Air Re- 
search and Development Command has 
delegated to AFCRC the responsibility 
for the conduct of engineering tests of the 
SAGE system, the newly-released-to-the- 
public Semi-Automatic Ground Environ- 
ment system for the continental defense 
of the United States. Most of this is 
done by the Electronics Directorate, the 
6520th Air Base Group and the 6520th 
Test Group (Support). The Test Group 
flies most of the missions needed to con- 
stantly test various phases of the air 
defense network and also flies the air- 
craft used as flying “test beds” for the 
equipment used in research projects 
within the Center laboratories. 


Other Organizations 


Together with the Air Base and Test 
Groups, other organizations housed at 
Laurence G. Hanscom Field include the 
49th Fighter-Interceptor Squadron, an 
Air Defense unit; the 2234th Air Reserve 
Flying Center, including the 89th Fight- 
er Bomber Squadron; Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts alternate airport for Bos- 
ton’s Logan Airport; Raytheon Manufac- 
turing Company facility, a Navy contrac- 
tor, and several other smaller organiza- 
tions. 

Even with all of this air activity, 
AFCRC received an Air Force Flying 
Safety Award for the first half of 1955, 
going through the entire period without 
a mishap of any kind. This is a great 
tribute to the skill of their pilots and 
maintenance personnel who have “kept 
them flying” under difficult conditions 
in areas all over the world in both good 
and bad weather. 

The struggle for qualitative superior- 
ity of airpower is fought in the upper 
air over New Mexico penetrated by 
AFCRC’s test vehicles and in the equip- 
ment filled laboratories on the New Eng- 
land countryside. It is a far cry from 
the traditional battlefield, but may well 
be where the next war is won or lost.

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Senate Group OKs Permanent Academy. 
For Merchant Marine; Costs $2 Million 


Legislation making the U. S. Merchant 
Marine Academy at Kings Point, N. Y., 
a permanent Federal academy has been 
approved by the Senate Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. 

Chairman Warren G. Magnuson (D- 
Wash.) reported the Committee’s unani- 
mous decision on HR 6043 which passed 
the House during the first session. The 


annual cost of the training program at 
the Merchant Marine Academy is ap- 
proximately $2 million. 

The committee recommended that 





Kings Point be made a permanent Fed- 
eral academy and that the Government 
continue its financial aid to state mari- 
time academies in Maine, Massachusetts, 
California and New York. 

Chairman Magnuson said the 400-450 
officer graduates turned out by the 
schools each year “are needed and wel- 
comed by the shipping companies.” 

An added benefit of the prograrn, he 
said, “is that all of these men will auto- 
matically be made officers in the United 
States Naval Reserve and will constitute, 





outside of Annapolis, the most highly 
trained group of naval officers this coun- 
try has ever had.” 

The Senator added, “This is doubly 
important because by reason of the limi- 
tation on the number of personnel at 
Annapolis we cannot begin to man our 
large modern navy.”

RESERVE BENEFITS—HR 8938, Rep. 
Brooks (D-La), provides benefits for Re- 
servists who suffer disability or death 
from injuries incurred while engaged in 
active-duty training for periods of less 
than 30 days or while engaged in inac- 
tive-duty training. 

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS—HR 8964, Rep. 
Teague (D-Tex), increases rate of pen- 
sions of certain WWI widows and annual 
income limitations governing payment 
of pension to widows and children of 
WWI veterans.

Army (to 62.1 per cent), but is still rising 
in the other Services. Preliminary and 
partial estimates show that, at the end 
of September, the Navy rate had risen 
to 26.3 per cent, the Air Force rate to 
45.8 per cent, and the Marine Corps rate 
to 39.9 per cent. 


The biggest gains have been made 
among career personnel. Army career re- 
enlistments through fiscal ’55 went up 
from 51 per cent to 89 per cent; Navy 
from 50.1 per cent to 88.9 per cent; Air 
Force from 57 per cent to 85.1 per cent, 
and the Marine Corps from 25.1 per cent 
to 59.6 per cent. 


Almost 150,000 career men have be- 
come eligible for reenlistment since Con- 
gress approved added bonus payments 
and increased basic pay, and of this num- 
ber the Services have reenlisted more 
than 115,000. The following breakdown 
shows how many career men became eli- 
gible in each Service during the period 
and how many reenlisted:

In addition, during the same period, 
the Services have convinced almost 100.- 
000 first-term men to stay in uniform for 
an added enlistment period. This is less 
than a fifth, however, of the 547,697 who 
became eligible for reenlistment since 
passage of the bonus and pay bills. Here 
is the way each Service fared with first- 
term reenlistments:

Despite these statistics, however, per- 
centage rates have gone up for first-ter) 
reenlistments.
